Russians Again 
on Offensive 
Near Kharkov 
, By the Associated Press 


Russia's Kharkov offensive, 
a 


major factor in strategical plan- 
ning on both sides of the world 
conflict, appeared Monday to be 
rolling forward once again with the 
Red army wiping out the best the 
Germans could offer In a flank- 
ing drive. 


The wedge which the Germans 


had driven into the Russian sal- 
ient curving past Kharkov on the 
south has been shattered with enor- 
.jmous losses to the enemy, dispatch- 
os from Moscow said, and the Rus- 
sians had driven ahead once more 
after consolidating 
newly 
won 


ground. 


This was Ihe fourteenth battle 


on the Kharkov front, perhaps the 
'^lost valuable of all German posi- 
tions in Russia, for it butlresses 
Ihe Taganrog threat of the Ger- 
mans to invade the Caucasus when 
nnd if they can gel their own ma- 
jor drive underway. 
fThe Gcrrnan^ comman§ not re; 
treating from p'reviblis:claims TFTat' 
considerable Russian forces were 
cut off in flanking Kharkov said 
Monday fighting south of the big 
Ukdanian manufacturing city had

We've borrowed bil- 
lions for other wars, but along with 
the borrowing went war-time taxa- 
tion—something we haven't got a- 
j-ound to in this w,ar .. . . and it's 
getting" late.

It is obvious thai, 'taking Ihe na- 


tion as a whole, we are now in an 
"easy money" era. That is, money 
is plentiful, but goods are scarce. 


The government is afraid that the 


public will go on' a spending spree, 
bidding up Ihe price of exisling 
goods, and crealing inflation—with 
its resultant crash and poverty and 
misery. 


Well, what better way to avoid 


inflation than by taxing this extra 
income right now? And a federal 
sales tax, too. 


Let the extra money of today 


stand its share of the cost of the 
war, rather than borrowing against 
tomorrow. 


Congressmen privalely think just 


as you and I do. But the catch is 
this: Congressmen are up for re 
election.

Grim Facts 


Let no amount of wishful think- 


ing deceive you. Next only to ship 
ping, the rubber shortage is the 
most tragic bottleneck facing this 
nation today. 


In one respect, the rubber sit- 


uation is even grimmer than the 
maritime. We are on the way to 
solving our shortage of ships. If 
we have not quite turned the corn 
er, we are about to, but the alarm 
ing deficiency in rubber remains 
as major problem. 


Our vaunled industrial capacity 


depends, more than the layman 
realizes even yet, upon use of the 
automobile, which in turn hinges 
upon rubber for tires. 


Take away our tires, immobil- 


ize our automobiles and we bring 
creeping paralysis upon the mar- 
velous plant which we have build- 
ed and converted to supply the anti- 
Hitler world with armament and 
munitions. 


Rubber is utterly essential to the 


task remaining before us of de- 
stroying the ability of totalitarian 
ism to attack democracy. 


Yet 97 per cent of the rubber we 


use came from Malaya and the 
Dutch East Indies, seized by Ja- 
pan. We laise, at home, hardly 
enough of the gum to inake a 
month's supply of hot water bot 
ties. 


The American people slubbornly 


resist these brutal facts, and grab 
at every item of false hope they 
can find. 


Such items 
are 
unfortunutelj 


common. There are literally scores 
of potential sources of rubber righ 
at home. Day after day enthusiasts 
report that they can extract rub 
ber from some hitherto unpublic 
ized source. 


Sure they can. Anything tha 


can be fermented to make alco 
hoi is a poteatial source of rub 
ber. 


But that is incompetent, imma 


terial and irrelevant, to use oui 
favorite legal objection. Petroleum 
of which we have relatively unlimit 
ed supplies, will produce synthetic, 
rubber better, quicker, more cheap 
ly lhan 
the 
alcohol - producing

Soldier Vote 
to Be Handled 


as Absentee 


LITTLE ROCK — (ff>)— With the 


Jossible exception of a contingent 
stationed somewhere in Alaska, 
Arkansas soldiers who want to vote 
n this year's slate and county elec- 
ions probably will have to rely 
on the old absentee ballot system 
'nstead of an untried wartime pol- 
ing arrangement authorized by the 
egislature nearly 20 years ago. 


Attorney General Jack Holt last 


week advised a county official that 
a 1923 law provided that Arkansas 
ioldicrs on active duty away from 
lome could set up a voting precinct 
n their camp and conduct an elec- 
.ion simultaneously with the home 
iolks if necessary election supplies 
vvere sent them. 


A survey of the state indicated 


;oday that there were too many un- 
settled questions involved for most 
officials to try this plan. The ma- 
jority seemed to prefer the stand- 
ard system of sending absentee 
ballots to individual voters to be 
cast by mail and counted at the 
county courthouse. 


Craighead county 
candidates, 


however, circulated petitions ask- 
ing the Democratic-Central Com- 
mittee to take steps toward main- 
enance of voting rights for some 
100 Craighead men stationed in, 
Alaska. There are no more than 
two candidates for any office in 
the county, thus eliminating need 
for a preferential vote and remov- 
ing complications that might arise 
from the double election. 


The candidates agreed to waive 


technicalities, such as drawing for 
places on the ballot, to permit print- 
ing of necessary election supplies 
far enough in advance to be ship- 
ped to the army outpost. -Final de- 
cision on the proposed post precint, 
however, will be made by the cen- 
tral committee. Chairman C. D. 
Frierson said no one member was 
willing to take responsibility for 
ordering the novel procedure. 


Hempstead County 
Chairman W. S. Atkins of the 


Hempstead County Central Com- 
mittee said efforts would be made 
to have the ballots printed 45 days 
in advance of the July 28 prefer- 
ential primary so absentee bal- 
lots could be sent soldier voters. 


Absentee ballots for the second 


primary, which will decide a num- 
ber of two-man and run-off races 
cannot be printed until after the 
preferential vole and Atkins said 
he did not know how voters at dis- 
tant outposts could be accomodat- 
ed for thai election. 


Hope reported a difference of 


opinion over the special post elec- 
tion plan authorized by the 1923 
law, raising this question:

China Situation 
Said Critical 


By the Associated Press 
Japanese dispatches claimed im- 


portant successes Monday in south- 
east und southwest China, areas 1,- 
500 miles apart which have become 
the most critical seclors of Ihe war 
in Ihe Far Pacific. 


In Ihe southweslern province of 


Yunnan Japanese forces were re- 
ported to have surged across the 
upper Salween river in the face 
of fierce Chinese fire, occupying 
hills from which lo shield their 
upper bridgehead along the Burma 
road to Paoshan, 55 miles beyond. 


Despite the handicap of the rainy 


season in Burma which gencr,ally 
was counted on to forestall any ma- 
jor offensive against India Ihe Jap- 
anese conquerors of Burma, slill 
was a sharp threat lo China Ihrough 
terrific odds of terrain lay between 
them and Kumming, eastern lerm- 
inuous of the Burma road. 


The other front where the enemy 


was in perhaps a more decisive po- 
sition lines in Chekiang province 
across China from Yunnan. 


Furthering successes of last week 


in the face of Chinese resistance 
which could check or turn the en- 
emy back in only isolated action 
the Japanese in Chekiang province 
carried the drive near the capital 
Kinhwa. 


The Chinese, estimating the en- 


emy's strength at 100,000 
men, 


acknowledged his proximity to Kin- 
hwa and a Tokyo report said thai 
the Japanese actually were storm- 
ing the city.

Axis. In a speech May 16 he sug- 
gested his own readiness if" Laval 
was unable to pul inlo effecl a 
suitable program. 


Observers said Laval's hesitancy 


started with the opening of U. S. 
discussions concerning the stalus 
of Martinique and that it seemed 
to increase as a result of the first 
phases of the spring fighting in 
Russia. 


His concern now is persistanl 


Italian pressure for Nice and Cor- 
sica, they said, and efforts are di- 
rected toward getting German as- 
sistance in bringing them undei 
Nazi control.

The hills are teeming with Un- 


iformed revenue officers, but even 
that doesn't dampen the backyard 
distillers' gratitude to the govern- 
ment for sending them. For the 
government's war program has al- 
so sent Into the Ozarks thousands 
of workers With money in their 
jeens. And the

country's

flourishing as it hasn't flouish- 
ed since prohibition days. 


War Boom Brings Prosperity 
The only law that the moonshin- 


ers ever have paid any attention 
to is the law of supply and de- 
mand. And today, with boys in 
Joplin, Neosho, Springfield and Hol- 
la making as high as $10 'a day, 
moonshiners have gone all-out and 
up to their elbows in mash to fol- 
low that economic dictum. 


"White mule" is now six to eight

That's me. I'm New York's bread- 
basket. They dump it on my side- 
walks every nignt. All night. In 
piles 20 feet high. Cabbages. Po- 
tatoes. Onions. In boxes, crates 
gunny sacks. They bring it in in 
trucks. 
Big high-toned moving 


trucks. And in horse drawn carts. 
They make barricades out of car- 
rots and castles out of lettuce and 
pyramids out of apples. Citrus Lane 
they call it, along about 4 a. m By 
sun-up it's Cabbage Row. 
Then 


they take it away. To the restau- 
rants. To the hotels and cafes. To 
the markets and the green grocers 
and the chain groceries and the in- 
dependent grocers. All over town. 
All over Manhattan, and the Bronx. 
They take it to Staten Island 
Uo 


Queens, and to Brooklyn. 


When you walk along there, say, 


about eight o'clock, in the morning, 
on your way to the office, you don't 
see much. . . . Oh, you see enough, 
but not so much as yo usee in the 
after dark hours. In the mornings, 
you see the white onions and the 
red onions. . . . The people who 
put the onions in their loosely wov 
en sacks know what they are doing.

It would 
ell of other supplies of war ma- 
erials now in America, destined 
or shipment to a neutral which 
night reship them to Axis coun- 
ries, seized and retained for use 
f the United Nations. 
Unfortunately, BEW can't issue 


ts daily communiques, for that 
vould be revealing the strategy of 
conomic warfare to the enemy. 
The full story of America's eco- 


omic warfare will therefore have 
o wait till the war is over, but 
nough of an outline of BEW's job 
an be told to show how this inter- 
ational war of supply and trade 
s being waged. 


The future battles of BEW will be 
lanned by its recently created 
Dffice of Economic Warfare Anal- 
sis, headed by William T. Stone, 
x-newspaperman and foreign cor- 
espondent and a former vice-pres- 
dent of the Foreign Policy Asso- 
iation. The work of this analysis 
ivision is perhaps the most secret 
f all BEW activities, and therefore 
he most intriguing.

Washington—The capital in war 
time: 


When Mr. John Q. Public hears 


the name National Archives, he 
naturally thinks of musty files and 
ancient documents. There is noth- 
ing musty about National Archives 
—its building on Pennsylvania ave- 
nue is (inside and out) one of the 
unmusticst in Washington. Its files, 
so far as years are counted in the 
history o£ this nation, are ancient. 
But time and again they have play- 
ed a starring role in preparation 
for all-out war. The last time, I 
think, is the best. National Arch- 
ives probably has done more than 
any other single agency to give the 
Navy its needed experienced man- 
power for vast expansion. 


With ships sliding down the ways 


faster than they could be manned, 
the Navy was in a spot. Somebody 
thought of National Archives. In it 
were buried the thousands of ser- 
vice records of men who had been 
honorably 
discharged 
from 
the 


Navy in World War I and the years 
since. Emmet J. Leahy, director 
of records there said that without 
living away any military secrets 
as to actual numbers, he could state 
this much: "From the lists sup- 
plied by the National Archives and 
3ther record sources, we were able 
to get in touch with enough (expe- 
rienced seamen to supply 20 per- 
cent of the manpower needed for 
our two-ocean navy."
